For a year or so the wheelmen made 
life a burden to John Mumby, and 
for the luixt year or so John Mum- 
by made life a bunlen for the 
wheelmen, and now the law is to be 
invoked to settle the dispute. As 
the bicyclists who have grievances 
against Mumby are about 100 to 
his 1, tho chances are in their 
favor, but he 1ms nmde a determin- 
ed, not to say a vicious light, and 
tlH>re is .some talk of s**ttling the 
matt*>r by presenting a wheel to him 
and thereby bringing him over lo 
the other faijtion. But Mumby

Tt) stjite that Mumby says this is 
a figure of speech. He doesn't say 
anything. His has been a silent 
fight, for he is a deaf-mute. When 
the railroad came to town Mumby 
successfully resisted the passion 
that every <leaf-mute has for walk- 
ing on railroad tracks; and so lu> 
kept out of the way of th(> cais, l)Ut 
when the all-pervading bicycle 
came he found thathe couldn't keep 
out of the way of that.

Naturally, the wheelman 
would swear, aiul Mumby would 
fan the air with his h;inds and 
make profane grimaces, and the 
twain would part in Hmulual dis- 
gust, contempt, and indignation. 
Hy the time he had bc<>ome a sort 
of composit porus and court plaster 
the deaf man (!oncluded that his 
best chaneo of a long life was to 
kco]) watch before and behind and 
climb a tree or a fence when the 
l)icycl(>s came. 

Hut Mund)y is 50 years old, and 
climbing is more like work than 
])astime for him. So he took to 
writing letters to the village au- 
thorities protest itig against thi> use 
of the sidewalks by the wheelmen. 
In vain. The wheelmen kept right 
on, and pedestrians had to get out 
of the way or be run down. Even- 
tually Mumby decided to avenge 
the wrongs and stand for the rights 
of the i)edestrian before that bip(>d 
should become extinct. Aecord'- 
iugly, he providt'd himself with a 
long and heavy can«s which he took 
with him on his walks. Whenever 
he saw a wheelman coming along 
the sidewalk he waved this weapon 
fei-ociously, and if the rid«>r was 
wise enough to i)roceed along the 
line ot the least resistance he turn- 
ed o\it. into the roa<l\vay.

The third group of sessions of the 
International Congress of the Deaf 
and Dumb attract^ed a still larger 
and more distinguished altendance 
than on the two pervious days, al- 
though the overpow<'iing heat was 
not calculated to iriHin; patient at- 
tention on the part of the<lel<!Sates. 
Meeting in the I.rf5cture Hall of St. 
Saviour's, Ox ford -street, the Presi- 
dent of the British Association for 
the Deaf and Dumb (the Rev. W. 
B. Sleight, M.A.) took the chair, 
and the ccjnference was oiieiied by 
the Rev. F. W. Gilby, M.A., sup- 
erintendent chaplain at St. Savi- 
our's. Mr. Gilby urged with great 
earnestness the desirability of 
forming a broad of <'xaminers — if 
po.ssible with the Bishoj) of Barrow 
as presidents — the ohjfict of which 
should bo to examine a.spiring mis- 
sionaries to the deaf iind dumb. 
He also a/lvocatfid the adoption of 
system of itinerant missions, con- 
ducted by special missionaries, for 
whom a l)i<!nnal nstreat ccmld be 
arrang<'d wiieri necessary. The 
second jj.iper was read by Mr. A. 
M. Cuttell (Ivcicester) on " Second- 
ary Education for the Deaf," a 
subject which is generally recogniz- 
ed as the one important purpose of 
the f)resent congress. Mr. Cuttell 
said that loo much had been made 
of the difTiciiltics which Iteset a 
system of secondary irdiieation for 
the deaf and dumb. In his opin- 
ion the difTi<M]!ties would disapi)ear 
if ordy the Education Department 
would recoj<nize the necessity of 
affording su(;h advanced insi ruc- 
tion. With this ol)ject he advocat- 
ed the establishment (jf a colh-^e 
in .some convenient centre where 
pupils from the various schools and 
institutions throughout the country 
who show excei)tionalabilityshould 
have \.\u' advantages of a more ex- 
tended e<lucalion. They had assur- 
edly as mueli right to such advan- 
tHKes as they had to their primary 
education. A suitable building 
might l)e bought or rented at no 
great expense and easily adaptfvl to 
the required purposr;. Admission 
should be given by the provision of 
scholarship open to competition, 
and by qualifying (ixaiiiinations. 
The faculty should be <;ornposed of 
university men who have had 
pra<!tical experience of such work 
anions the deaf. The work of tin; 
<!oll(!fie would be, mainly to pref)are 
students for the Oxford and (Jam- 
bridge local exarniiiations, oi* those 
of the (College of I'reccplors, the Cily 
and Guilds Institute and the Lon- 
don University, the hitter of which 
is empowered to confer decrees. 
There might als<^> a department of 
theology, in which candidates foi' 
church or mission work amori'^st 
the deaf and dumb could receive 
lh<! requisite trairiinfif. Hiioh n ool 
lege would give a great irai)etus to 
elementary education by drawing 
out the talents of the children and 
setting a goal before them. Higher 
classes would be formed in our 
schools, the members of which 
would aim at obtaining a scholar- 
ship or passing the qualifying <!X- 
aminations, and the general stand- 
ard of attainment would be con- 
siderably raised. If such a project 
asAmed rnat(!rial shape in th(? n<«ir 
future it would, indited, be a fitting 
climax to the education privileges 
which have been accorded to the 
the deaf during the long and j^lori- 
ous reign of her Majetity the queen

and even scholars conspicuous dis- 
tinction. In ils wisdom, theri'fore. 
Parliament derceed that deaf and 
dumb childn^n should be etlucated 
like other eliildi-en of the tJtate, 
only allowing, for their infirmity's 
Hake, an extension of their stay at 
S(!hool of the sixteenth year of their 
age. This, however, is not (enough 
for the president of the British 
Deaf and Dumb Association and 
the chaplain-superintendent of the 
Royal Association for the Deaf and 
Dumb, who desire to emulate 
America in the promotitm of higher 
(sducation among tlxn'r people, pen- 
etrating even, where jxissible, the 
universities.

Th(j meeting was 
held in the Empress Theatre, by 
kind p(!rrnission of Mr. Imre 
Kiralfy, nearly 400 deaf-mutes at- 
ending, varying in age from the 
S('venly-<!ight years of M. EriK^st 
(iriolet de (ieer, archaiologist and 
numismatist, who has travelled all 
over the world — ho actually accom- 
panied Lady Franklin in the search 
for the Franklin nunains and is 
now about to visit ('hina — from 
that vener.ible age down to wliii<!- 
rola^d infancy, not altogether, il 
was happily evidi-nt, devoid of 
voeal jxiwer, f/hough as yet no mon- 
(and certainly not less) intelligible 
than the " lively language" of llu' 
fingers. The French dtdegat*-, M. 
Rene Hirscli, spoke foi the Con- 
tiiuMital delegates, and the Rev. 
Dr. Gallaudet for the Am(!rican — 
the R(»v. Austin. W. Mann, tli<* 
mute clerg3'man (there are five 
now) of tlm Protestant F]piscr)pal 
('hiirch of the United States being 
inl<!rj>rcted by him. Th<! Rev. F. 
W. Gilby, M. A. (chaplain-super- 
inlend(Hit of St. Saviour's, Oxford- 
Street) brought the mectling to .a 
clo.s(' in his own " liv(*ly" style, 
which still flirt he r,^irnpress(!d ujion 
us the feeling ; that "the value of 
s|>e(!ch was absurdly overrated." 
With the aiil of abiindaidi refr<>Hh- 
ment and amiisem(>nt llu; visitors 
cnjoyfMl themselv(!ty in tlm exhibi- 
tion very \u'nri'\\y .'— Loii<hm Ddily 
a/nn „;,!,■, Am/. 11, 1807. 
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After a busy week of hot debate's 
ariii enjoyalile junketings the In- 
ternaliona.l Deaf and Dumb Con- 
gress was brought to a close on 
Monday evening in the hos[»itable 
grounds of the Victorian Era Exhi- 
bition. Ft wa« high desirable, the 
president (Mr. Sleight) observed, 
that in fhis record year f»f a record 
reign tln-rr- should l>e held a record 
assembly of deaf-mutes, than whfirn 
no class in the r>ommunity, has 
be<'n more egrcgiously misunder- 
st,ood. UiTt^ we have in the United 
Kingdom s*>me .'JO, 000 deaf-mutes, 
not a few the children of highly 
resi>cci;ii)le hiaring f>aren(s, and a 
lar^e number, f»erhaf>s, the parents 
of hearing chihiren. Not \(iiy long 
ago the (Mliotis reflection was cast 
upon them of a classification with 
"incurables" and "idiots," Their 



Motor car 107, which leaves Flast 
Trenton with two trailers (fveiy 
morning U> connect with the Dela- 
wai'c st«famboats, struck David 
Kirk, a deaf and dumb negro, yes- 
terday morning on Perry Str«!et, 
near Broad, and knocked him about 
twciuty feet. 

Kirk has berm a familiar figure 
on the streets of Trenton for years. 
He is the only deaf and dumb 
negro in thO'city. He had been out 
of work for some time and had im- 
portuned Ahab Wilson, the (Ic^rk 
of tin- Slr(f(tt Department, and John 
Colvillc, A.ssistant Street t'ommis- 
sioner, for work on the streets. He 
was put to work cleaning the street 
on Manday last. It was a danger- 
ous occupation for a man who can- 
not hear, on a street with trolh^y 
cars and many heavy wagons con- 
stantly jiassinir. My extraordinary 
watchfulness Kirk oscai>ed injury 
uf) to yesterday moniing, notwith- 
standing his inability to hear the 
gongs (*f trolh^y rjars. It is thought 
that immunity from accident made 
him incautious. 

The motorman, not knowing that 
Kirk was deaf, rang his boll, bi^t 
Kirk did not henr it and the car 
knocked him about twenty feet 
straight ahead r)n the track. Bo- 
fore the car could be st.of)ped it 
rea<'lied Ids prostrat*' body and push- 
ed it over th*^ stones. 

Kirk was picked up senseless an<l 
taken to Mercer Hospital, He is 
not fatally injured, it is thought, 
but he Is badly bruis«*d and possi- 
bly Intenially. — 'JVenlon (N. J.)

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There is possibly no other wom- 
an in the world like Miss Experi, 
enc_e Guilford, of Bluehill. Maine. 
It is proverbial than a woman's 
tongue never stops. But Miss 
Guilford's case is an exception to 
this rule, and for half a century 
has held her peace. Not one 
single word or audible .sound has 
this woman allowed to pass her lips 
for a period of fifty years. 

The original reason for Miss 
(iiiilfoid's simechh^ssness was anger 
because she could not marry 
t he man of her choice. When she 
was 19 years old she fell in love 
with Wm. Simpson, the village 
s<'hoolmaster. They were to be 
married on .June 18th, 1847, One of 
Miss (Juilford's rejected suitors told 
tales about the schoolmater, and 
Miss (Juilford'H parents stopped the 
wedding. Miss (Guilford thereup- 
on said : 

"I swear I will not speak a word, 
though I live for fifty years unless 
I marry this man. 

She kept her [iledge. Her par- 
ents died, and she went to live with 
her married brother. When he 
<lied she made her home with a 
sister and, after the sister's death 
she went to a camp in the woods 
and she kept house for a brother, 
thwi whom she is now living. 

All this time she performed lu^r 
share in the household and did not 
show any re>{ret for having made 
the vow. When tho sixty years 
of silence expired, ten days ago, 
she was visited by a largo number 
of relatives and friends, who went 
to the camp for the ])iirpo8e of be- 
ing present when she was at lib- 
erty to sjieak. Soon after the mid- 
day meal, Miss (Juilford tiressed 
hersidf in the gaiments which she 
had not worn for half a century. 
At % o'clock she stood before the 
people, smiled and opened her 
month to speak ; bul though she 
tried hard and got reiMn tle^ face 
in tryingr she could not utter a 
sound. He ocal muscles had be- 
cfime atrophied from long disuse 
and refused oy work. 

When Miss (Jiiilford found that 
sli(> could not speak, she sent to 
Bangor for a physician and took to 
her Im (I. The docloi gav(^ no hope 
of ie(M»very, but suggested that she 
be sent to the Moston hospital for 
treatment. As noon as Miss (4uil- 
ford gels strong enough to take the 
jourr.ey she will make another ef- 
Coils lo r(>gain her s])eecli. Her 
fatln^r left her a good sum of money 
at his death, which has been grow- 
ing every year in a savings bank, 
so that she is well able to <d)tain 
the treatment sl»e retiuires. 

Although Miss (Juilford never 
could b<( induced lo talk, she did 
not avoiil society and always al- 
lendcil the village dances and 
Itarlies. She would join in the 
general merriment, and was I ever 
si^nitivc! over any alluHiims made 
coiK'crning her strange vow. None 
of the young men of thw village 
wouhl ever think of asking her a 
question, and wIm'ii her comjiany 
was desired in a dance by any 
young man he would simply walk 
up to her and lead her on the floor, 
and she was always quite a favorite 
with tho IxMiux, 

The only lime nhe has been 
known to show any Indignation 
about her peculiarity happeneil 
about a year ago, wht^n a formal in- 
vitation was sent to her a iiaricipato 
In proceedings of the village dcbat- 
ingwcfiety. After this Miss Guil- 
ford secluded hers* If for over a 
monlh, but after that she was again 
seen in soi-ial circles. 

When Miss (Juilford's mother 
was dying there was great excite- 
ment in the town. Many pei-sons 
felt sure that when the mother died 
th(^ daughter would s|>eak ; but 
they were disap|)ointcd ; the end 
came, and the daiighti^r's grief was 
deep, but it was silent. 

There are cases like this in in- 
stitution for lh(^ insane, Protend- 
ed deafness is common. A refusal 
to speak is unusual. A celebrated • 
care is that of Roh<^ Barueat and 
h(>r husband Ralph, who lived in 



Terre Haute. They were n living 
couple. Both disagreed over a 
1 rili(! one night. " When I come to 
you with an apology yuu will be 
<»lder than you are now," said he. 

These people lived toge(h(>r for 
thirty y<>ars. Tlu^y nev<>r inter- 
changed a word directly. Cmn- 
mnnications that, they intended for 
each other were sent through an In- 
ternmdiary. A guest at dinner wan 
likely to her something; like this : 
"That was what Martha was say- 
ing to my son \\w oHmu- day, and" 1 
told him that she should go right 
ahead and do as she had figured 
out, but she told my daughter that 
it wouhl cost over fas, so I gave my 
son a cheek for the amount, and 
she is satisfied now. Isn't she, my 
son r 

Stiles Pheljis and Armstrong, 
dog-dancers, celebrated in their 
day, travided together for twenty 
years, during fifteen of which Stiles 
and Armstrong never exchanged a 
wor<l. . Plndps was the n^-ipient of 
all necessary <'ommuni<vitions bet- 
ween the (wo, and his life was 
nntde miserable.

Kven tiie jn-ess 
hav(^ sincHi regarded them as no- 
thing ctutof the ordinary and <lo 
not give long accounts of a "queer" 
or an " odd" " deaf and dumb" af- 
fair. 

And our societies are diminish- 
ing in memt)erslu|». If is no use 
denying but it is the cas(s with 
every society in Great.er New York. 
The once famous M. L. A. had 
sixty members twenty or so years 
ago. To-day it has but ten and no 
meeting place, but is kept together 
by a treasury of two or thtoe hund- 
red dtdlars. Th<> League of F'^lect. 
Surds had tifty-/lve two years ago. 
Only thirly-tlve are in good stand- 
ing now. The Union League is 
fifteen members below its high 
water mark of forty-five, 'i'he 
(4utld has n]no lost heavily, and it 
takes a strong card to draw decent 
attendan(M(S to their meetings. 
Some socMcties have even gon*^ out 
of existence. It would be an un- 
pleasant task to dilate upon (lir> 
canses. 

The (Silent Wheelmen grew up 
like mushrooms in Summer; and 
still have twenty-seven members, 
but there seems to bo an utter bu-k 
of interest on th(!ir part, for the 
runs thuB for liavo not been well 
partiolpatod in. Tt looks as if

Silent Wheelmen of the League of 
Elect Surds;" the Silent Wliccdmen 
of the Union League," etc. Time 
alone will tell, but there is dis- 
content In the ranks, and some- 
thing must be done, or something 
will ha[)pen.

A PLEASANT TRIP TO SAN 
FRANCISCO. 



A Visit to the California In- 
stitution, and Deaf Seen-- 
Notes. 

From our Cdlumhits Corrcspontlent. 

After an absence of six weeks we 
resume our weekly grind out frofti 
this part of the globe, which in the 
meantime has been well performed 
by " W. F. S." Certainly tho 
Ohio JoiJiiNATj readers have no re- 
ast)iiable cause for complaint that 
they were not well served with 
light and crisjiy news while ye 
old regular was taking a vacation. • 

Our journey west to San Fran- 
cisco was a most delightful and 
pleasant one, the scenery over the 
Rockies grand and picturesque. 
We were twelve days reaching San 
Francisco, and not all were any of 
our party wearied from tlnj long 
ride. Delays and stops over pro- 
longed the journey thus giving us 
ample opportunity for observation 
aiui study. 

At high noon .luly 4th, our train 
was on tho top of tlie Rocky Moun- 
tains, and the jiassengers enjoyed 
'or a lirief time a l)lay in the snow. 
San I'^rancistM, when reached w'as 
decked in holidjiy attire purple and 
yello\rtli(* colors of the C. E., were 
every wher<i visible the citizens 
sparing no cirorts and means to 
make tlie delegates feel at home, 
and royally weie they entertained. 
The city is an interesting place to ' 
visit but it wouhl take mori* than 
our brief stay, allowed to make a 
tour of tlie noted places. I'hina- 
town, of course, was an objective 
point, of all the visitors and a<iueer 
place and people they truly are. 

A run over to Beckley and the 
Institution for tlie deaf theie was 
made, but no ofiicial of the school 
was about until just iirior to our 
rleparture when an atlieiKlant came 
along and showed us Ihroiigh the 
liuildings. The buildings of Hut 
institution are upon a hill from 
which a good view of San Fran- 
(Msco Bay is to be had. They are 
are well built light and airy. Na- 
ture h;vs done niueh in tlH> way o;' 
phintjs, llow(M-s and trees to make 
tli(\ surroundings iiloasant and 
beautiful. 

Mr. c'aldwell who was In charge 
was »ver in San Francisco to see 
the crowds and incidentally to look 
a( pil(>s of trunks sloi-oil in the 
d(>pot sheds, seven or eight thous- 
ands of them. We hope he was 
not carried away by them. We 
should much mor(> have pieferred 
to meet him. 

The weathei in San Fnincisco 
was just deliglitful but to us easter- 
ners those street corner bro<>zes 
))ioved deceitful as many exi»erien- 
ced a <1ay or two after their arrival 
when sneezing and whizzing com- 
pcdled one to be well sup})lied with 
liaiidkerchiefs to say nothing of 
meilicines for colds. 

• The evening of July 14th, found 
us nearly .'JOO mil(>s .south of San 
l-'rancisco in the jihui.sant and com- 
fortabb* home of Mr. and Mrs. 
.l.inies M. Park situate<l in tlie El' 
Montecito Valley of Santa Bar- 
bara County, a place noted as the 
Home of Flowers, the "(iartlen 
Spot of California." An Earthly 
Paittdi.se, which our observation 
hns convinced us is justly merited. 
One falls at once in love with the 
place sucii are its charms. Nature^ 
has certainly done its best. The 
valley is dotted with the homes of 
the rich. At its south the Pacific 
washes its shores and wafts its 
cooling freezes o'er the landscape. 
At tli(> north high mountains hem 
it in. The slopes and valleys are 
clotted over with lemon and orange 
groves. Its climate is of an even 
temperature the whole yoarthrough 
and here palms ami other tropical 
plants thrive the wlude year round 
in open gardens. The air is thick 
with l<^mon and fiowor fragrance. 
Roses were in fnll bloom, and ger- 
aniums of bright I ich varigated 
colors, growing to the height of ten 
to fifteen feet lend attractions to 
the many beautiful gardens. 

Mr. and Mrs James M. Park are 
former Ohio people and their hos- 
pitality is of ture" Bui^keye" style. 
Their homo is most pleasantly sit- 
uated by fiowors, palms fruit ti-ees 
ami an orchard of 1.500 lemon tr(>os. 
Mr. Park thoroughly uii(l(>rstands 
the business of niisiiig lemons and 
his 'rees are jiar excelletKio in the 
neighborhood. He has just had 
complVted a reservors of 200,000 
gallons capaciity and by this will in 
the flit ui'<> have an abundaJice of 
water on lian<l to wjit.er his hMiion 
trt>es during th«> dry season. He 
has been sending most of his lem- 
ons to San Francisco where they 
command a ready sale owing- to 
their excellence. 

Mr. P.irk's pan^nts, Mr. and 
Mrs. P. M. Park live within a mile 
of them on a farm of nine nerca 



raising lemoiis, apricots, fruits and 
vegetables for their immediate use. 
Mr. P. M. Park was for over forty- 
four years a success teacher of the 
Institution here. Both he and his 
wife have reached the four score 
period of life yet both are as hail 
and vigoi^ous as people of GO. 

Al>out two miles distant from 
Mr. Park and living on the slope 
of the mountains an; another deaf 
ciuiple. Me* and Mrs. W. Lacy 
Waters. Both are well known in 
Hartford and New York, where 
they attended school, Mrs. Waters 
before marriage was Miss Annie 
Isham. Their Eastern friends will 
no doubt be glad to know that they 
are comfortably and finely situat- 
ed. Their home though two miles 
distant, front its elevation com- 
mands a fine view of the Pacific 
and is surrounded with all that goes 
to make a home beautiful and en- 
joyable, flowers and fruit trees 
peculiar to this district. 

Like Mr. Park, Mr. Waters is 
mostly engaged in the lemon rais- 
ing business and is just begining 
to realize from his orchard which 
be planted about live or six years 
ago. 

Both Messrs. Park and Waters 
are jack of all trades, but this is 
necessary for one out there where 
emergencies ari.se that demand the 
doing of this and that. Tln>y are 
carpenters, i)lumbers, engineers, 
and are laying all their own 
water pipes through their lemon 
orchards with the assistance of a 
man and doing the plumbing too. 

Perhaps it would not be amiss 
here to slate that if any Eastern 
deaf have an itching to move out 
there and engage in the lemon and 
orange business iind imagine they 
can make a snccassof it, ouradvice 
\(f Don't unless you have ample 
means, say 10 or 15 thousand dol- 
lars, lots of iiatience besides en- 
ergy and jierst'vcrence. It's no 
l)lace for droves and p<>ople, who 
like to take life easy. This latter 
they can do provided they have a 
big b.ink account. .\ll things have 
an ending and the limit of our stay 
WHS reaeliingthat stage and it was 
with sincere regret when we bad(» 
good-bye to this " Parailisc," the 
friends and their hospitable enter- 
tainment, August 8th, and left for 
Los Angeles. 

At this latter place we met Miss 
JiMinie Shroin, a former -teacher 
here and now connected with* the 
Western Pennsylvania School* and 
Mr. and Mrs. >Rob(>rt D. Living- 
stime at the " HollcMibeck." Mr. 
Living.stone is now e<litor and ])ro- 
prietor of a semi-monthly jwiper 
of Los Angeles and reports Ithe 
busine.ss a success. 

We reached Columbus Friday 
evening, having made the distance 
from Los Angeles to this point in 
exactly ft^ur ami half days. 

Mrs. (Greener will make her home 
witli Mr. and Airs. .taoK's M. I'ark 
until next sjiring or summer. She 
is delightful with tin* place and 
hopes the change and climate will 
prove beneficial to her he.ilth. 
Mr. and Mrs. P.-irk's daughter, 
Mabel, came with the writer and 
will make her home with hisfaniily 
for som(> time and engjige in stiiily. 
She was born in this city and left 
when only fiuir year old. Quite a 
iiunibei of j)ei"Sons who knew her 
as a child have been delighted to 
meet her again.

They h.ive played six- 
ty games and in most of them been 
victorious. They have attracted 
iargt> crowds to .see them at all 
points in the State, consequently 
the gat(^ receipts have bei>n very 
large. The nine sto\iped at the 
best hotel here, were nicely uni- 
formed aiVd paid all of their ex- 
pense in an honorable manner. 
I?nt as to the salaries, the players 
ciMild never get much of that. A 
t>ig game was played Sunday at 
Kenney, the g5ite receifits being 
nearly $1*0. Over $100 more was 
made Tuesd;»y at a big game at Mt. 
Pulaski. \\ the close of the game 
in Mt. Pulaski for over three hours 
the boys of the nine begged for a 
payment of their salaries, now long 
due them. After lots ofi hard work 
ho gave each of them the magnifi- 
cent sum of $2. The boys returned 
to Kenney Tuesday night tired out 
after their game at Mt. Pulaski. 
AU of them retired early. Wed- 
nesday morning they arose at 7 
o'clock to prepare for going to Me- 
clijiuicsburg, where they had a 
game scheduled. 

Manager Cummings was not to be 
found. A s<>arch was made and 
when it was learned that he had 
loft for parts unknown the entire 
town went wild with excitement. 
No trace of him was secured until 
about noon, when a man came into 
town and said he saw Cummings 
walking into Midland City, a town 
live miles north of here. The man- 
ager was also seen parsing through 
Beason on the Illinois Central pas- 
senger east-bound. A Stato war- 
rant was gotten out by I. R. Sharp- 
less, proprietor of the Pythian ho- 
tel, for his arrest, but so far no 
further trace of him has been found.
